Withdraw the armies

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THE WORD MADE FLESH 


(ROM time to Ume in man’s long 

story it becomes obvious that if he 
is to make progress, or even survive, 
some completely new idea has to be 
accepted and acted on, 

{tis no use to remain bound by a traditional 
way of thinking or to altempt merely to amend 
existing policies and plans. 

The change has to be radical, and nothing 
Jess than a revolution in thought and act wall 
suflice, 

Such is the challenge of the present time, 

Statesmen plan and counter-plan, but only 
within the framework of preconceived ideas or 
unwarranted assumptions, ‘Phey whirl round 
moa vicious circle, rather than altempt an 
escape from it, 

In spite of it, obvious futility they maintain 
a traditional idea of security and defence. In 
face of all the evidence of failure they con- 
tinue to put their trust ins armaments. 

The necessity for a revolution in political 
action was expressed as dong ago as August 
(Ob) in the words of the Atlantic Declaration, 

«all of the nations of the world for 

realistic as well as spiritual reasons must 

come to the adandonment of force.” 

But that word has not been given substance, 
though it is the abandonment of force as a 
means of defence, of settling disputes or ol 
conducting human relationships, which is the 
essential revolution of or day. 


* 


So twas when the herald of the Kingdom 
of God procksimed the essential need, “Repent 
ye, for the Kingdon® of Heaven is at hand.” 
See to it that there is a revolution in’ your 
way of thinking. Adopt a new seale of values. 
Change your whole attitude to life. Ht is for 
this the kingdom waits, lor only so can the 
rile of force give way to the reign of love: 
only so can peace and all else that man needs 
be added to bir. 

Hic was the prologue to the eternal drama 
within which creation moves towards that 
diving revolution, ‘The Word was made flesh. 
That is, the new idea was born and took actual 
shape. It was transiated into action, so that 
men had to decide on which side they stood, 
and as many as were ready to accept and act 
upon it became those who tumed the world 
upside down. 

The trouble today is that Christmas itself 
has become part of our traditional thinking. 
Many of us have become so accustomed to the 
annual holiday, that Christmas has ceased to be 
the challenge which it essentially remains. We 
talk in terms of peace and goodwill but fail 
10 recognise that peace involves a revolution 
in values and that goodwill means changing 
our general attitude to others so as to will the 


good of all and Jose our own fears in the 
process, 
te would seem that the Church has been 


more ready to assert a belief in the divinity 
of Christ than to uphold in action as well 
ag words the conseqient brotherhood of all 
mankind, In its desire to protect the doctrine 
of the [Incarnation it has found it easier to 
imprison the Word in dogma and ritual than 
set the Word made Flesh free to walk the 
common ways of man and teach us how to 
live at peace with one another. 

Aff too many Christians accept the birth of 
Christ as a fact, without making any serious 
effort to give it any more signilicance than any 
other iniportant date in’ history. [remains

Statesmen who would clains to be Christians 
and to gpeak on behalf of a Christian country, 
make no real atlempt to test their actions by 
the principles which are essential to the story 
of Bethlehem, or to translate the Ward of 
Ciod wo terms of Hesh and blood,

tt was not the jdea of the coming of the 
Messiah or the establishment of a Kingdom of 
Gad which was new. What was revolutionary 
was the form which the Word of God took 
und the pattern of the Kingdom which He 
revealed. Unable te shake themselves free 
fram the traditional concept of kingship or to 
abandon a belief in violence as the necessary 
process of revolution, men were not prepared 
la receive Him, or recognise that ance the 
Ward is made flesh, love becomes the only 
right by which the King can rule, and non- 
violence the anly weapon of revolution.

The Eisenhower proposal 


TINGERE has been a good deal of indecision 

about the Russian reaction to President 
Risenhower's proposal put forward at the UN 
Assembly. 


The first surly response, given in a Russian 
broadcast, was disappointing to a world avidly 
seeking some reason for hope, and trankly we 
could wish to see some slight disposition on 
both sides to bring an occasional trifle of 
warmth and hope to seme propusition made 
by the other. 


We must bear in mind, however, that while 
on the one hand it is apparent that the Rus- 
sian Government has not made up its mind 
on the President's proposal, on the other hand 
that proposal has yet to receive the endorse 
ment of the US Congress. His possible that 
the Russian Government does not feel in- 
clined to commit ilsel! while the USA is 
actually still uneomuinitted, 


The comments from a political correspon- 
dent in this issue of Peace News contain some 
suggestions On What is involved in the Jong 
term conseqhences of President: Eisenhower's 
suggestion, 


What it seems to us the President is doing 
immediately ts something like this: He is 
recognising that it is probably impossible to 
break down by argument the Russian sus 
picion of any attempt at giving control of 
atomic power to a world board upon which 
there may be danger of Russia berg in a 
minority, 

fhe President therefore says: Let us try 
this thing on a small scale. The Powers can 
contiibite certain agreed amounts of fission- 
able material, establish a world board that 
shall administer these stocks and direct the 
industrial power that can be derived from 
them to productive purposes where it is most 
needed in the world. By this means we shall 
see whether such a body can work satisfactorily 
and impartially, Ho it proves a sucess we can 
come back to the discussion of all-over atomic 
control in a new and more hopeful atmo- 
sphere. 


Russian suspicions 


One of the things to be found out is whether 
the Eisenhower plan requires a full disclosure 
by all the powers concerned of the fissionable 
material they possess and the size of their 
stockpiles so as to ensure that the contribution 
of cach is proportionate fo is resources. 


Russia has some justification for refusing 
such information ino advance of any under- 
faking to ban the use of atomic weapons, 
She fears that after she had Jost any advan- 
tage which existing secrecy may give her and 
made known the whereabouts of her atomic 
energy plants, America night declare the plan 
unworkable and refuse to go further, 


It is possible, however that the agreed 
amounts suggested by President Eisenhower 
would not be proportions and that the 


resources would not therefore be required to 
be disclosed. 
Defence that cannot protect 
pe basic need for a new plan, whether 
Eisenhower's or not, is, us we have more 
than once pointed out, that the saturation 
point is reached nich sooner in the case of 
atomic weapons than with conventional arma- 
ments, 

While the attempt to attain superiority in 
conventional armaments prolongs the race the 
“awful arithmetic of the atomic bomb,” not 
only nivans that a limited number of atom 
bomibs are sullicient to destroy the whole 
world (and thus to have a larger stock pile 
becomes superfluous) but also that anyone in 
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possession of even a minimum number could 
by a surprise attick cause hideous damage. 

President Eisenhower has onee more 
debunked the whole tdea of defence in atomic 
warfare, When he says (our italics): 

“Phe defence capabilities of the US are 
such thal they could inflict terrible losses on 
an aggressor,”

“Let no one think that the expenditure 
of yast sums for weapons and systems of 
defence cun guarantee absolute safety tor 
the citizens of any nation.” 

Now that the USA is satisfied that it pos- 
seases atomic weapons equal in power to the 
total of all bombs and shells used in every 
theatre throughout the whole of World War 
H, and knows that the USSR has also devoted 
‘Is cXteHsive resources (0 alomie Weapons, a 
position of virtual stalemate has been reached, 
so that to quote Eisenhower again: 


“To stop there would be to confess the 
hopeless finality of a belief that the two 
atomic Colossi are doomed malevolently to 
eye vach other indefinitely across a trembling 
world and to accept helplessly the proba- 
bility of annihilation and utter distruction.” 
He admits that any statesman would hesitate 

to have his name associated with such a 
catastrophe, but his proposals on his own 
showmp do not put it beyond the bounds of 
possibility.

It is all to the good that agreement has 
been reached on a meeting of the Foreign 
Ministers and that an early date has been set. 
Kt is nol, however, the top-level meeting which 
the Prime Minister desired, 

If his hopes that the meeting will lead to 
the reunification of Germany and a top-level 
meeting are not to be doomed to disappoint- 
ment, the Western Powers must not insist 
that their present policies remain unaltered. 

No one could expect the Soviet Union to 
acquiesce cven in the rearmament of Western 
Germany as a part of Western defence and 
sult less is it reasonable to expect them to 
accept the reunification of Germany on terms 
which would mean that a united Germany 
would be armed and integrated into” the 
European Delence Comnunity. 


‘¢ The Last Chance ” 


As The Times says: 

“Phe next few months will be decisive in 
scttling the policies of the world powers... 
“The last chance’ is a phrase diplomacy 
avoids, but the Berlin Conference, so far as 
can be humanly judged, does represent the 
Jast chance that can be discerned for many 
years to come,” 

That implies that both sides must be willing 
fo allow the discussions in Berlin to modify 
their existing policies. 


It will be tragic if the Western Foreiga 
Ministers throw away the substance ol 
setilement for the shadow of their own defene 
plans. ‘They must recognise that however 
strongly America (ries to insist on the 
implementation of EDC, cven, as is said, 
threatening the French Gevernment with 4 
withdrawal of American aid if they da not 
ratify shortly, there is no indication that 
Prance will give way to either threats 
bribes. 


Nor should Britain and America forget that 
any threat to admit Western Germany as 4 {ul 
member of the Atlantic Alliance if the or 
‘Treaty is not ratified is nothing but a piece & 
bluil, since a French veto could prevent such 
an alternative. 


NATO was designed as the Western answet 
to Soviet aggression. Livery claim that it 
only defensive, while it docs not answer the 
Russian contention that it involves actom 
which threatens the Soviet Union, lays pe? 
the Western Powers the responsibility of Me’ 
willing to abandon their present policies on 
they need no longer be on the delensive. 
The main object of the talks must be, 
relieve tension and create a situation in wile 
mutual fears are lessened. There is no longs 
the necessity for both sides to build up fielt 
defences.

When the Church enters politics 


MY Tecent letters have dealt mainly with 

current developments in the US. fam 
turning in this one to a problem which is 
persistent though also current. My omission 
of cominent on events of the monient may be 
partly due to the fact that far over a weck 
none of our great New York dailies have 
appeared. 

About 400 photo-engravers are striking over 
an crease in wages and the rest of the 20,000 
printing trade workers in other unions refuse 
to ¢rogs the picket lines. 

Perhaps another reason for the direction 
my thoughts are taking is that this is written 
just before catching a train to Detroit where 
a Conference on Church and Peace takes 
place from December 7 to 10 under the aus- 
pices of the Church Peace Mission in which 
all the peace churches and Christian pacifist 
yroups are represented. 

The next World Council 


One of the main reasons for convening it 
at this lime is with a view to securing some 
attention to Christian pacifist concerns at the 
great) Assembly of the World Council of 
Churches to be held next August in Evanston, 
Mlinois. 

The other day IT came across a statement by 
the historian Macaulay, which was new ta me 
and the utterance of which by Macaulay was 
something of a surprise. He was speuking of 
a cerlain system of education and said that 
Wo aimed “nat to make men perfect but to 
uitke imperfect human beings comfortuble.” 

Jhis remark illuminated a canvergation 
which |} had at about the same linte with a 
fairly well-known Christian pacifist, more 
devoted and active probably than most mem- 
bera of the Fellowship of Reconciliation, for 
example. 

His opinion waa that the programme of a 
good many pacifisis was “too radical’ and that 
what was needed was a moderate programme 
af support of the UN, efforts at general dis- 
armament but by no means unilateral dis- 
armament, and the development of “ peace- 
taindedness”” in people without any serious 
effort ta win them to pacifisn. 

Among other things he said: 

“We have a few prophets and we necd 


them, of course, and ought to cherish them. 

But most of us cannot live up to their 

standards. We have to live in the world as 

it is and maintain contact with the general 
tun of people who five in the same world. 

Our programme ought to be one they can 

go along with.” 

It seems clear that Macaulay’s observation 
about education which secks “not to make 
men perfect but to make imperfect human 
beings comfortable" is relevant to the case 
my friend was setting forth. 

Yet the problern cannot be dismissed with 
this observation, 

As puacitists we have to admit that it is not

| Back in Britain after an 8.000 mile lecture tour in the U.S.A, 
HUGH FAULKNER, Organising Secretary of the Fellowship | 


‘of Reconciliation writes : 


The generosity, which a large section of the 
world has come to know, is always evident and 
is so without the paternalism which untor- 
tunately seems to accompany ib when extended 
to the world as Marshal} or other aid. 

Yet mois encouraging to tind so many uf 
the American people aware of the urgent need 
for their country fo extend more non-military 
assistance Lo the needy peoples of the world 
without political strings attached! ft is often 
recognised too that to be effective such help 
must find expression in a scheme that would 
dwarf the Marshall Plan. 


Influence of a minority 


Alas if is not so easily accepted that no such 
plan can ever be devised and operated anit 
the nation has renounced the way of war and 
the economic wastage that 1s bound to go 
with Gis preparation. 

But here the small minority of pacifists, 
aware of their gigantic dash, are performing 
Bu Vital witness and making a valuable contri- 
bution towards peace not only by their own 


convictions but by their encouragement of 

other progressive sections (dismally smal) 

in the community. 

It is impossible to over-estimate the influ- 
ence of the increasing nulitarisalion of the 
USA, 

The weakness of the present Administration, 
feebly struggling to assert itself by denouncing 
the previous President, is casily exploited by 
those who believe in “uniting” the people 
by painting to a common enemy. flere, 
“McCarthyism accuses all wha are not 
violently attacking Communism and Comniun- 
ints. 

It is a sad thing to lind so many liberally- 
minded people who are fearful of speaking 
their minds lest they, too, are labelled Com- 
murists and quickly find their career and 
livelihood in jeopardy. Such policics are a 
victory tor Communism itsell and actions 
which restrict the essential freedom of the 
individual do not have their inspiration in the 
Constitution of the USA. 

It is perhaps too tate to laugh “ MeCarthy- 
ism” out of existence and he must now be 
taken seriously. 

(f the Churches in America could be en- 
couraged to be more forthright and venture- 
some in proclaiming the implications of the 
Christian Gospel as they relate te individual 
freedom and peace they would at least have 
a leavening effect on society. ‘Then perhaps 
“Little Red Riding Hood” wouldn't need to 
become “Litthe Blue Riding Hood” and Robin 
Hood, now accused of being a Communist, 
because he robbed the rich, could continue a 
Tespectable outlaw!

investments in S. Africa 


FRE economy of Britain is closely linked 

with that of South Africa, says a report 
prepared by the US Department of Com- 
meree. 

Gold-mining and many of the principal 
industrial and = commercial enterprises were 
developed wholly or subsiantially with British 
capital. 

Up to the end of 1950 US investments in 
the Union totalled $140 million; since then 
American private capittl has been financing 
the construction af an oi! refinery at Durban, 
the lirst of its kind in Africa, at a cost of 
fom. 

Factors impeding the flow of investment 
capital were: political and racial tensions, 
Manpower limitations and Jabour problems. 


South Afrien accuses UN 


the South African delegation’s leader, Mr. 
G. BP. Jooste, attacked the UN Commission on 
{he Racial Situation in South Africa recently, 
for what he described as “a definite anti- 
European and pro non-European bias.” 

The Commission which met last August in 
Geneva heard evidence on the racial situation 
in South Africa, Among the witnesses were 
fom Wardle. of Peace News, and the Rev. 
Michael Svott. 

ft has now submitted ifs report to the UN 
and a special political conmmittee of 60 nations 
hak been discussing it. 

Senor Santa Cruz, of Chile, chairman of 
the Commission, said that there was a risk 
of eventnal recourse to force by non-Evra-

The Commission asked that the UN should 
pive all “the material and intellectual assint- 
abee” it could to help South Africa solve 
its racial problems.

In her anxiety (o preserve peace America 
was piling up armaments, forgelling that each 
new inveition made a  counier-myention 
inevitable; that “as military — strength 
approaches infinity, security approaches zero.” 

In answering questions, James Bristol mace 
it clear thal eriticism of the USA could be 
hartnfiul. 

The way in which the British could best 
help the situation was not by criticising others 
but by rehising to campromise their own 
standards.

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Humanity versus Policy 


By VERA BRITTAIN 


Q NE of the more encouraging aspects of 

a nightmare age has been a definite 
secking, by concerned minorites, for 
evidences of love and charity in ordinary 
men and women. 

When the black night at last seemed 
intolerable, a few who refused to despair 
went out after light im the darkness, and 
found it. 


After the end of the Second World War, 
15 million people of Cietman origin were 
driven from their homes in Central Europe 
in uw mass expulsion without historic parallel. 
Fhey included a number of East) German 
academicians, who setiled at Gottingen, in the 
British Zone of Germany, and formed the 
Gottingen Research Committee for the purpose 
of continuing their studies, 

These scholars immediately confronted the 
profound intellectual, social, and economic 
problems which the uprooting of so many 
toilhons had offered to Europe. Vo their 
surprised relief they discovered that — the 
majority of the expellees, though mostly 
simple people with little cducation, had 
accepted the challenge of their own misery, 
and saw the conquest of their mental and 
material deprivation as a spiritual — task 
imposed upon them by destiny. 


* 


In the course of their wanderings through 
Europe, the deportees had cnecountered men 
and women of many nations- -Americans, 
Belgians, Danes, British, Brench, Poles, Lithu- 
anians, Russians, Czechs, and Slovaks. lollow- 
ing «a suggestion made by Professor kK, O. 
Kurth, Ph.D., the Gétlingen Research Coni- 
mittee appealed over the radio and through 
the German press to all expellees to send in 
accounts of good deeds by the peoples into 
whose hands they had fallen. 

fn the Commitice’s own words, * ‘The appeal 
was an cnormous success. Not only the well- 
educated, but above all the simple people, 
farmers and workers, wrote down their ex- 
periences of true humanitarianism, to preserve 
them for all time.” 

The result was published in) (952 by the 
Gétlingen Research Commitice in a substantial 
collection entitled Documents Or LIUMANITY. 
An English translation made by Helen Taubert 
and Margaret Brooke can be obtained through 
Housman’s Bookshop. 

Within seven years, the very cruelly of man 


fo man has produced its own reaction. Those 
typical products of war, the armed thug and 
the juvenile delinquent, still set acute problems 
for magistrates and social workers, but 
evidence of goodness even in the depths of 
human experience exists to balance — the 
upparent predominance of evil. 

“Hope must come, if if is to come at all, 
from. a daith,” wrote Victor Gollancz in his 
Introduction fa Abovi Ati NATIONS, “the 
faith that in every human being some good- 
ness is hitent, and that in the fulness of time- 
it may be after a few generations, it may be 
in ten thousand years this goodness must 
surely issue in an international society worthy 
of our human dignity and pride.” 

Anovi: Att Nations, published in April 
1945, was an anthology, mainly collected froin 
the ordinary Press, of compassionate deeds 
performed between enemies in war-ume. 
$0,000 copies of it were sold within a month 
of publication. 


‘The compilers of the anthology soon found 
that this desire for reassurance had not been 
confined to Britain. They were put in touch 
with a German, Herr Gert Spindler of Hilden 
in the Rhineland, who had independently 
made a similar collection in Germany which 
he published under the tide Die Gure Tat 
(Ihe thomanttarian Act). ‘Throughout the 
war Mr. Devere Allen, the American Editor 
of Woridover Press, had included stories of the 
same kind in his publication. ‘Fhe American 
edition of ABove ALL Nations had the 
advantage of Devere Allen's editorship, and 
some additional contributions from Gert 
Spindler’s collection, 

Some years later the Quaker poet, William 
R. Itughes, set himself the task--far more 
difficult owing to barriers of danguage and 
distance--of collecting similar instances of 
Russian humanity. Even here, in the stories 
of German war prisoners returned from = the 
Soviet Union, suflicient: material existed to 
make a volume, which Mr. Ifughes entitled 
fiwsE HUMAN RUSSIANS. 

‘Yo these shining examples of spiritual 
victory in circumstances where ulter defeat 
might) well have been expected, recent 
experience has added many instances of 
generous conduct--less rare, but always deeply 
reassuring —on the part of men and women 
towards their fellows in distress.

In all three catastrophes, the courage of 
individuals performing rescue work in utter 
disregard of self, reached a point which carned 
rewards and decorations for the rescuers. 

the Press carried unexaggerated stories of 
the heroism of a young policeman at Lyn- 
mouth; the selfless devotion of an American 
Negro nurse amid the wreckage on Weald- 
stone station; the saving of several East 
Coast families by a white American soldier 
who could not swim, but was tall enough to 
wade through the floods. 

Yet, greatly though charity, devotion, and 
courage always move us, there is nothing 
really surprising about them even in this brutal 
and violent epoch. Paradoxical though it may 
seem when we remember Buchenwald and 
Dresden and Hiroshima, human compassion 
has steadily increased tor the past 200 years.
